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are victims or overcrowding. The prob¬ 
lem of unscrupulous landlords exploit¬ 
ing vulnerable tenants has been 
described as a ‘massive’ in the town - 
and Northampton Borough Council is 
making a push to tackle it. 

Councillor Mary Markham, the cabi¬ 
net member for housing, and Councillor 
Matthew Lynch, together proposed a 
motion at a council meeting last week 
highlighting the extent of the problems. 

She also praised the Herald & Post for 
bringing the Abbots Way case to the 
council’s attention.

Rogue landlords to 
face prosecution

Determined councillors 
have drawn battle lines in 
a bid to clamp down on 
rogue landlords promis¬ 
ing: ‘We will prosecute 
you.’ 

Councillor Mary 

Markham, who is 
Northampton Borough 
Council cabinet member 
for housing, says there is a 
large problem of landlords 
putting their tenants’ safe¬ 
ty at risk by overcrowding 
their accommodation, 
which is sometimes just a 
converted outbuilding. 

Other problems develop¬ 


ing from that including 
more rubbish, noise and in 
some cases antisocial 
behaviour, are making 
neighbours’ lives a misery, 
while also putting pressure 
on council services. 

In one case, Northampton 
Herald & Post has learned 
that residents in Abbots 
Way, in St James, have been 
monitoring a property in 
which they claim to have 
seen up to nine unrelated 
tenants at any one time 
sharing five rooms. 

They say they believe the 
landlord - who we under¬ 
stand to be charging up to 
£500 a room - has been 
flouting House In Multiple 
Occupation (HIMO) rules. 


They have seen tenants 
brushing their teeth and 
urinating in the back gar¬ 
den, because the single 
bathroom in the building is 
not enough for the number 
of tenants living there. 

Neighbour Graham 
Croucher, who is secretary 
of St James Residents’ 
Association, said: “People 
in the property are being 
exploited. St James is 
becoming a dumping 
ground. 

“We’re getting more and 
more problems. We’re very 
concerned. Is it legal? Is it a 
HIMO? There are horren¬ 
dous problems with rub¬ 
bish being dumped in 
alleyways. 


“The laws alsoneed 
to be more stringent. 
Landlords seem to be able 
to get away with doing what 
they like.” 

Cllr Markham told the 
Herald & Post: “I would like 
to thank the Herald & Post 
for bringing this matter to 
the council’s attention. We 
will investigate the matter, 
and take action if appropri¬ 
ate.” 

Cllr Markham and 
Councillor Matthew Lynch 
proposed a motion at 
Northampton Borough 
Council’s meeting last 
week to deal with the issue. 

Cllr Markham said: 
“Rogue landlords are a 
massive problem here.

Anxiang Du, 54, from 
Witnell Road, Coventry, 
appeared at Northampton 
Crown Court but has not 
yet entered a plea. 

He will next attend court 
for a hearing expected to 
take place on October 17. 

He is accused of the mur¬ 
der of Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, his 


wife Ge ‘Helen’ Chui and 
their two daughters, Alice, 
12, and Xing, 18. 

They were all found 
stabbed to death at their 
home in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton, in May 2011. 

Businessman Mr Du was 
arrested by detectives last 
year in Tangier, Morocco, 
before being extradited to 
the UK. 

He has requested an 
interpreter during the case.

Renewed appeal 
to find OAP killer

DETECTIVES hunting the 
killer of Karoly Varga have 
made a renewed appeal for 
information as the two year 
anniversary of the penison- 
er’s death is on Saturday. 

This date marks the second 
anniversary of the violent 
murder of Karoly, 76, who was 
locally known as Charlie, at 
his home in Cannon Street, 
Wellingborough. 

Officers hope someone will 
provide that vital piece of 
information on the murder so 
that the family can finally 
have some closure. 

At the time, officers released 
CCTV footage showing a visi¬ 
tor to the house at midday, 
who entered the home and is 
believed to have been the 
murderer. 

Charlie was not seen alive 
after this visitor entered the 
front door and left unseen 
through the back door. This 
man would have had to walk 
through Bell Court or Bell 
Street to leave the scene. 

This man visited Charlie at 
12.04pm and has never been 
identified. 


Charlie’s body was later dis¬ 
covered on Saturday 30 July 
2011, where it was discovered 
he had been attacked by a 
hatchet-like weapon. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Martin 
Kinchin, said: 

“Whilst it is two 
years since Mr 
Varga’s murder, we 
are still working 
towards bringing 
his killer to justice 
and I remain confi¬ 


dent we can do this. Solving 
this case remains our priority 
and we continue to work with 
forensic experts and the 
Crown Prosecution 
Service to find the evi¬ 
dence needed to 
arrest and convict 
the person respon¬ 
sible.” 

A £10,000 reward 
for information 
leading to a suc¬ 
cessful conviction 
remains on offer.

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Relief for Ringing Ears

Head noise is louder than 
ambient sounds to a listener who 
has a hearing problem. 

Hearing Institute. “People, in 
addition to not seeking help 
for their tinnitus, also do not 
seek help for their hearing 
loss specifically because they 
concurrently have tinnitus.” 

The report concludes that 
citizens with ringing ears 
should seek the help of a 
practitioner who is knowledge¬ 
able about treating tinnitus with 
hearing aids. Relief can now be 
achieved for most people. 


A mild to moderate hearing 
loss causes the listener to 
experience a reduction in the 
awareness of ambient sounds. 
When head noise is present, 
this reduction in ambient 
sounds causes the head noise 
to seemingly increase. This 
study documents quantitative 
improvement achieved with 
the fitting of prescription 
hearing aids programmed 
with specific algorithms. 

All Hearing and Mobility 
Centres are staffed by 
practioners who have 
completed special training 
education courses in dealing 
with head noise said Tim 
Evans.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership. 

If you have any concerns about assets 
held in a company structure and how 
these will be treated in the event your 
relationship should breakdown, then 
please do not hesitate to contact one of 
our family law specialists.

The Fiat 500L Trekking is an unexpectedly appeal¬ 
ing thing. I’ll freely admit that I’ve never been a fan 
of the way the original 500L was styled, but your 
opinion there may well vary. The Trekking model 
distances itself further from the original 500 city 
car and as such seems to justify its inclusion in the 
Fiat range a little more confidently. The mark-up 
of £700 over the standard 500L doesn’t seem at all 
unreasonable given the extra equipment, not least 
of which is that clever City Brake Control system. 
The key feature of the new Trekking version is its 
adoption of Traction +, Fiat’s clever traction con¬ 
trol system that improves traction over harsh and 
slippery terrain and costs far less than conventional 
4x4 systems. This system uses the ESC stability 
control electronics to simulates the behaviour of a 
self-locking electro-mechanical differential. You’ll 
be amazed what a front-wheel drive can do. An ad¬ 
ditional I 3mm of ground clearance also helps when 
taking the car along unmetalled tracks. 

Otherwise you get all the added practicality 
benefits of the 500L, which means loads of internal 
storage, a decent 414-litre boot and a sliding rear 
bench seat so that you can decide whether you 
want to prioritise rear seat space or luggage room 
or a compromise between the two. The 500L 
didn’t get off to the easiest start to life, but the 
Trekking would seem to suggest that this model is 
just hitting its stride, surprisingly credible car.

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NEW CAR REVIEW 

Renault ZOE 
CHARGING LESS 


By Andy Enright 

The problem with electric cars to date is that 
the ones you'd want to drive have been 
hugely expensive. Renault is bent on 
changing that and the ZOE supermini 
brings a £14,000 price tag with a 
claimed 130 mile range. What's 
stopping you? 


Handling is as good as you'd imagine for a car with such 
a low centre of gravity. The synchronous electric motor 
with rotor coil has a power output of 65kW, equivalent 
to 88hp, and instantly delivers maximum torque of 
220Nm. Acceleration and pull-away are responsive 
from low speeds, while its top speed is limited to 
84mph. 


The ZOE is designed for city 
driving, so the steering has been 
geared to offer a smooth effortless 
feel. Likewise, the throttle pedal 
doesn't offer too much in the way of 
resistance but the brake responds to 
a good hoofing which seems a little 
odd at first. Like all electric cars, the 
ZOE feels eerily quiet as it pulls away, with no 
discernible engine noise other than a faint whine. This 
usually means you'll hear every bump and thump from 
the road as a result, but Renault has done a good job 
on chassis refinement and ride quality is excellent. To 
prevent pedestrians waltzing out in front of its silent 
approach, the ZOE emits a sound at low speeds but 
you can barely hear it at all from inside the vehicle. The 
'Z.E. Voice' can be switched between three different 
sounds or can be completely switched off if you fancy a 
new bonnet ornament. 



Remember this moment, 
because it might just be the time 
that electric car technology finally 
flirted with the mainstream. Most people would walk 
past the ZOE and not take it for anything other than 
Renault's latest cute little car. Rather refreshingly, 
its design inspiration doesn't appear to be a Jolly 
Cab from Total Recall. Instead it's pertly-styled with 
a large underbumper that some have compared 
to the protruding lip of a surly toddler but with its 
curvaceous flanks and neat one-box shape, it's quite a 
good-looking thing. 


The Renault ZOE is another step towards the electric 
vehicle becoming a genuinely practical mode of 
transport for the average motorist. There are still a 
number of caveats that will inhibit mass take-up but 
most of these are due to the inherent nature of electric 
vehicles themselves rather than any flaw in the ZOE 
in particular. On the contrary, it's a likeable little thing 
and might just be the most attractive electric vehicle 
currently on sale. If you have off-street parking and a 
short-ish and predictable urban commute, the numbers 
don't work out at all badly and there aren't many small 
cars that are much more relaxing to pilot through 
the city streets. 

With a range that will tend to vary between 
60 and 90 miles on a full charge, the ZOE is 
capable of most average commutes but the 
arithmetic still works out in favour of small 
diesel superminis on a pure costs basis. 
Until congestion charge areas only offer 
exemptions for zero emission vehicles, 
that's going to be very hard to change. 
The gap is small though and many drivers 
will be willing to pay a small premium for the 
ZOE's smooth ride, silent acceleration and feel¬ 
good vibe. If it works for you, why not?

DAVID Ripley is delighted with 
the progress Northamptonshire 
wicketkeeping duo David Murphy 
and Ben Duckett are making this 
season, with the latter being cho¬ 
sen to captain England Under-19s 
in next month’s one-day series. 

Murphy, 24, established himself 
in the side not long after Ripley 
succeeded David Capel as head 
coach at the County Ground mid¬ 
way through last season. Niall 
O’Brien’s departure to 
Leicestershire in the winter also 
confirmed his status as their 
number one gloveman. 

Duckett, 18, has also been given 
opportunities in 2013 after mak¬ 
ing his debut in the Friends Life 
t20 last year. He retains the 
national team captaincy after 
skippering the team during the 
five-match one-day series in 
South Africa back in February. 

“We’re proud of Ben and his 
achievements,” said Ripley. “He is 
a very talented player and having 
him available from the start of 
next season will be like a new 
signing in some ways. 

“He has finished at school so he 
can focus fully on being a profes¬ 
sional cricketer. I think that will 
benefit him as because although 
he is talented, it’s the other stuff 
around the edges you also need. 

“David has also contributed to 
our good performances this year 
in the Twenty20. His contribution 
isn’t always noticed, but he has 
been a key person in the field.” 

Ripley is familiar with the pair 
from his time running the 
Academy at Wantage Road. Prior 
to that, he enjoyed a career behind 
the stumps for Northants span¬ 
ning 1984 to 2001 and over 300

first class matches, and hopes he 
has been able to use his experi¬ 
ence to aid Murphy and Duckett’s 
development. 

“Generally there is only one 
wicketkeeper out there, so it’s 
good to have someone who you 
can talk to and use as a sounding 
board for ideas,” Ripley said. 

“David and Ben are both com¬ 
peting for the gloves and pushing 
each other along, but there’s no 
reason why they can’t play at the 
same time because Ben is a tal¬ 
ented batsmen in his own right.” 

Duckett’s selection for the series 
against Bangladesh and Pakistan 
means he will miss the LV= 
County Championship match at 


home to Gloucestershire, which 
starts next Friday. 

But Stephen Peters is set to 
return for the match after a long 
period out with a broken finger. 
The club captain made a success¬ 
ful return in this week’s Second XI 
game at home to a Scotland devel¬ 
opment team, scoring 92 in the 
first innings. 

Peters is also slated to feature in 
next week’s second team match 
against Gloucestershire, but 
before then the Steelbacks have 
their final two group matches left 
in this year’s FLt20. 

After two seasons of struggling 
in the tournament, Northants sit 
top of the Midlands/Wales/West 


Division and a win over second- 
placed Glamorgan in Cardiff 
tomorrow night would virtually 
assure them of progressing to the 
quarter finals. 

A three-wicket defeat at 
Warwickshire Bears last Saturday 
threatened to derail those ambi¬ 
tions, but the Steelbacks bounced 
back on Sunday by snatching a 
five run win over Worcestershire. 

“That has been one of the recur¬ 
ring themes of our season,” said 
Ripley.

BEN Tozer is ready to step up and 
fill the void left by Kelvin 
Langmead if chosen to by 
Northampton Town boss Aidy 
Boothroyd, but he admits the 
captain’s absence is a big loss for 
the side. 

Influential centre half Langmead 
has been ruled out for up to three 
months after it transpired he 
would need surgery on the trou¬ 
blesome knee injury which saw 
his appearances limited towards 
the end of last season. 

The versatile Tozer could well be 
asked to return to his original 
position of centre half, having 
partnered Lee Collins there in 
Saturday’s 1-0 friendly defeat to 
Peterborough United, and is ready 
to try to emulate the skipper. 

“I never know where I’m going to 
be playing, but it’s a massive blow 
to lose Langers,” said Tozer. “He’s 
a top player, he scored eight goals 
last year and he was solid. 

“He was Players’ Player and fans’ 
Player of the Year, so it is a massive 
blow. But if I’m needed at centre 
back I’ll step in and try to do what 
he did when he was playing. 

“As long as he comes back strong, 
fit and the same as he was last 
season then it will be a great 
boost.” 

The 23-year-old, who can also 


play at full back and in midfield, 
could quite rightly be regarded as 
one of the senior players at the 
club anyway. Tozer is preparing to 
embark on his fourth season at 
Sixfields after initially moving to 
the Cobblers on loan from 
Newcastle United in 2010. 

He also signed a new two-year 
contract this summer and looks 
set to be a regular again in the 
2013-14 season - whatever posi¬ 
tion that happens to be in.

Hooper celebrated his new deal by scoring the 
opening goal in last nigh’s 2-1 win over Corby 
Town in the Maunsell Cup final at Steel Park 
and is looking forward to life at his new club. 

“The standard is not much different,” said 
Hooper. “I was playing Under-21 football there, 
but the standard is better because people are 
fighting for a living and they are taking it more 
seriously. 

“It’s good that I have come here at a young age 
because some people sit in the reserves until 
they are 23 or 24.
